A New Trial May Resutt in the Same or a 
Lesser Penalty rhe Obstinacy of Juror 
Culver Kesulted in a Compromise Verdict 
—Judge McConnelland State’s Attorney 
Longenecker on the Regult. 


CHICAGO, III., Dee. 17.—Discussing the 
question of a second trial of the Cronin case, a 
local paper says: The Supreme Court of IIII- 
nois has already held in the cases of prisoners 
like these adjudged guilty of Dr. Cronin’s 
murder, that no second jury which may be 


impanelied can increase the degree of punisie-4 


nent inflicted by the pro doh tone jury, 
d that any uch vvision in 
law would prejudice the case 

of tire prisonrrs on the rehearing. The 
second jury may, therefore, decrease the 


term of sentence, but can under no circum- 
stances increase the penaity—that Is to say, in 
case of a new trial being Kranted the three 
prisoners, Bourk, Coughlin and O'Sullivan, a 
second jury cannot extend the term of life 
imprisonment to capital punishment, but they 
may alter the term at their discretion to a less 
number of years or confirm the original sen- 
tence, namely, that of life imprisonment or 
entirely acquitting the prisoners. 

State’s Attorney Longenecker says that he 
will not at once bring to trial the men under 
indictment for attempting to bribe Cronin 
jurors, as he is tired out and needs a rest.

Judge McConpell Explain the Verdict. 


CHICAGO, December 17.—Judge McConnell, 
who tried the case, commenting onthe ver- 
diet after the adjournment of court said:

JOHN CULVER. 


Peculiarities of the Man Who Held the 
Jury Out—Who He Is. 


The jury’s failure to bring in an early ver- 
dict was the result of stubbornness on the part 
of John Culver, the real estate man from 
Evanston. Culver absolutely refused to vote 
for anything, except for acquittal, while his 
eleven associates, who sat in the box 
with him for the better part of 107 days, were 
unanimous forthe conviction of every man 
on trial. Culver, 80 far as could 
be ascertained last ~- night, assumed 
his position of antagonism egainst a verdict 
of gulity the moment he entered the jury- 
room. First, he demanded that a full and 
free discussion of evidence had, and when 
he was accommodated the others to an 

nt that satisfied him, he asked fora 

Hot. The result was eleven for conviction 
for ali five ofthe prisoners and one for ac- 

ittal. Culver stood alone. Three other bal- 
were taken in short order, andthe result

grow angry at his extraordinary attitude and 
they used language that shocked him to such 
a degree that he withdrew from his compan-

1 greater part of Friday night and 
all day Saturday he fraternized with himselt, 
remaining in a corner of the jury-room 
stretched out on the floor, with his head 
propped up by his overcoat. The other jurors 
held councils of war and tried to devise plans 
to induce him to change his mind, but every 
time one of their emissaries approached 
him Culver waved him away. He was 
evidentiy satisfied with his first three 
votes, and did not care to cdntinue Dalliot- 
ing. The man’s position was so extraordin- 
ary that the other jurors, who have been asso- 
ciating with him for months and who have

WHO CULVER 18. 

John Culver is the senior partner of the rea! 
estate firm of John Cuiver & Uo. of 108 Wash- 
ington street, and so far as the majority of his 
friends know he has been rated above suspi- 
cion of dishonesty. He was born and raised 
in Chicago. His parents came there a greut 
many years ago and owned a great deal of 
property in the vicinity of Sangamon street 
and Milwaukee avenue, where Culver was 
raised. He has been a residentof Evanston 
about twelve or fifteen years. He is a Demo- 
erat, member of the Methodist Charch,a stern 
Prohibitionist, and he has been regarded as 
one of the leading advocates of public im- 
provements in Evanston and vicinity. He has 
always taken a considerable interest in the 
affairs of CHicago's chief nurthern suburb. 

LONGENECKER IS MAD. 

Judge Longenecker, the Siate’s Attorney, 
is terribly incensed against Culver. He and 
the juror have been old-time friends. They 
went through a prohibition campaign together 
and in other ways have been close friends. 
Culver attracted attention all through the 
trial. He is very religious and a rabid Pro- 
bibitionist. He carried with bim a copy of 
the Bible and read it at intervals during the 
trial. He also read prayers to the jury, spoke 
to them on the glories of the teachings ‘of the 
Bible, and on every Sunday he condacted 
services for his associates. 

HE OBJECTS TO WHISKY. 

Pearson, a farmer from Glen wood, was an 
other member of the jury. He was taken sick 
during the early stages of the trial. It re- 
quired for some days a halt pint oft whisky, 
administered at intervals, to keep Pearson in 
trim to attend to his jury daties. The whisky 
made Culver very mad indeed, and he insisted 
vigorously that Pearson should be dismissed 
or compelled to get along without the 
liquor. The whisky was given to him on the 
advice of physicians. Culver also Das a 
violent antipathy to tobaceo. He says it is 
rank po son and his wife declares that the 
other jurors have done so much smoking 
while out that she knows her husband’s 
bealth will be ruined for the rest of his lite. At- 
ention was first attracted to Culver when he 
began taking copious notesin the jury box. 
Then he asked a number of questions of wit- 
nesses, which excited surprise. Lastly, For- 
rest, leading counselfor thefive prisoners, 
made his whole speech to Culver, and after- 
wards boasted of the way in which he had 
impressed the juror. 

Culver wasthe second man drawn on the 
jury. When he‘ was summoned à relative 
protested against his selection, because, he 
said, his family would starve while he was on 
the jury, and he (the relative) would have to 
supportthem. On the other band, Culver 
did not draw any of his pay of $2 asa juror 
until Friday last, when he could have had it 
long ago.

Six Years of Invalidism Ended Without the 
Slightest Warning as the Victim Lay 
Asleep and Dreaming — Remarkable 
Story Teld by a Weli-Known Gas Ex- 
pert—Dr. Bauduy's Comment. 


Jacob C. Zabriskie had reason to be thank- 
ful on the day appointed by the President for 
the sacrifice of turkeys. He still has the rea- 
son and has not diminished his thanksgiving. 
Mr. Zabriskie is a gas expert who built and

Gas-Light Co.’s worke. He was for twenty-two 
years in the employ ofthe Manhattan Gas Co. 
in New York as Superintendent of their 
works. Six years ago, while in Paterson, N. 
J., he was stricken with paralysis, and until 
six weeks ago was notable to do any work. 
As suildenly as paralysis prostrated him he 
recovered, and now, though 60 years old, is 
looking forward to the resumption of his life 
work. 

His sudden recovery has been the subject of 
many conversations among his friends and 
neighbors, who regard it as nothing short of 
miraculous. He had given up all hove of ever 
being able to work, and had resigned himeelf 
to being a cripple for life. Nowthat his con- 
dition has changed he is asa new man, hope- 


ful and happy. 

Six weeks ago his left les was a useless 
member, really an incumbrance. He could 
not walk without the aid of a crutch, and was 
compelled on accountof his infirmity to ge- 
main within doors most of the time. He 
went to bed withoutasign of improvement 
in his condition. The next morning he walked 
without bis erutch and has not needed any 
support since. 

Not since the sick took up their beds and 
walked at the cominand of the serene Peasant 
of Palestine bas there been a more remarka- 
ble recovery. 

Mr. Zabriskie was seen to-day in the little 
confectionery conducted by himself and wife 
on North Grand avenue, north of Easton ave- 
nue. Ashe came forward to meet the re- 
porter, his steps were but slightly unequal. 
That was the only evidence by which the un- 
informed could gcnow that he had suffered frum 
any inpairment of his motor power. He is 
quite tall, and is strongly but not heavily 
built. His beard is long and almost 
entirely white. His cheeks are sunken 
somewhat but he does not 
look older than he really is. Hig left leg, the 
one 80 long paralyzed, lacks the muscular de- 
velopment of the rigut leg. Thisis natural 
as it had been out of commission for six years 
and development had not only been ar- 
rested, but there had been a constant loss of 


flesh. 

Mr. Zabriskie told his story very simply. 
While he appreciates to the full his wonder- 
ful recovery he has not any desire to parade 
his case. etold but part of the story, and 
his wife, who is wonderiully happy in the 
good fortune of her husband, supplied the 
remainder. The story is this:

N. J., one day in June 


SIX YEARS AGO, 
when the first attack of paralysis came. I 
had suffered for days with a terrible pain in 
my head. It was like an iron band 
pressing on my brain. My wife Fate 
a number of home remedies, but they did not 
have any effect. While | was at work a feeling 
I cannot describe came over me. I lost the use 
of my left arm. My wife, who was near, helped 
me to bed and thinking I was suffering from 
some slight allment rubbed me to get the 
blood in cireulation.

In the night 
Idreamed thatI was in the Manhattan Gas 
Works in New York talking to my brother and 
Al smith, the man who succeeded me as Super- 
intendent. I told him I had recovered and was 
coming back to workthere. Then, half wak- 
ing and half sleeping, I pinched my leg and 
found there was feeling in it. Igot out of 
bed and without my crutches went to 
the hydrant, got a drink of water anda 
returned to bed. In the morning my wife 
could hardly believe me when I told her I had 
recovered use of my les. My 
foot was without feeling, but 
gradually has come into it 
a prickly sensation by whicht know that life 
is coming into it, too. 1 haye walked 
long distances since’ that night and 
have done A number of pieces of 
work at Joplin, Carthage and other 
places in the gas line. There has been no 
falling away of feeling in the leg. It is in- 
creasing in strengtimeverv gay. 
Ar. Zabriskie has no«ex planation of his re- 
covery, and offers néne himself. He has had 
no medicine, no treatment, has not dieted, 
did not exereise much nor according to any 
rule. Thecure is not ascribed to faith nor 
Christian science.’’ 

DR. J. K. BAUDUY 
was seen in regard to the case and said, after 
hearing the story of the recovery, ‘‘If that 
man is the one l remember having seen two 
or more years ago, his recovery is 
certainly * very remarkabie one, 
As well as Jean remember now without look- 
ing the matter up, the man was referred to 
me some two years ago by a physician whose 
name I do not remember; the patient 
had a very bad attack of the worst 
kind of paralysis and I was convinced at the 
time that It wouid be impossible for him to 
recover. From all signs and indications 
at the time be was in a very 
bad way. If he did recover, as is 
sald, it is certainly a very remark- 
able and unusual case. 1 will look 
up my records on the case, however, and give 
ita more careful Investigation asit isa most 
interesting case.’’

HE IS 82 YEARS OLD. 


JOHN GREENLEAF WHITTIER, THE PORT, 
CELEBRATING HIS BIRTHDAY TO-DAY. 


He Has Asked That He Be Undisturbed and 
His Bequest Is Granted — His Life at 
Home—How He Enjoined His Barber 30 
Keep Clippings of His Hair From Curious 
Strangers. 


Boston, Dec. 17.—To-day is the -eighty- 
second anniversary of the birth of the Quaker 
poet, John Greenleaf Whittier. A féw days 
ago the newspapers made known to the public 
Mr. Whittier’s desire that on this anniversary 
friends and admirers who were wont to gather 
around him with birthday congratulations 
should leave him undisturbed. In his own 
gentle and yet firm way, he said he was tired; 
that he felt their desires for his happiness so 
that he thanked and loved the people, but 
that he must rest. So that this form of ex- 
tending felicitations has been abandoned, and 
he will be permitted to pass the day in peace 
and quietness at his home at Amesbury, forty 
miles from bere. 

HIS HEALTH.

John G. Vatter. perseveres in 
reading all his correspondence, although lack 
of time prevents him in some cases from 
replying. Contrary to some accounts, he has 
noamanuensis. He has commenced a poem 
on the theme of Columbus’ discovery of 
America, and four or five verses are com- 
posed already, but he is leisurely in his task, 
and itis likely that he may not complete it 
before 1892, when it would be published con- 
currently with the centennial celebrations. 
If he does finish it soon he will put it out of 
the sight of anybody, save a very few inti- 
mate friends, so that it will not be published 
until a timely occasion. Some of the drafts 
of stanzas would be treasures indeed for au- 
tograph collectors, and itis almost a wonder 
that the poet’s desk, in which the unpub- 
lished lines are placed, is not broken open by 

some ardent literary plunder er. 

In reply to q question concerning his health, 
the poeteays: ‘‘I bave never been robust. 
From both my parents I inherited a se nsitive, 
nervous temperament, and one uf my earliest 
recollections is of a pain in the head, from 
which Ihave suffered all my life. Lately lI 
have not been able to write for more than half 
an hour at atime, often notso long. But in 
many ways I feel that I have been biessed far 
beyond my deserving. Iam gratefulto the 
divine Providence, and I tranqguilly wait the 
close of a life which has been longer and, on 
the whole, happier than I had reason to ex- 
— t, although far different from that which I 

reamed of in my youth.“ 

BECOMING BLIND. 

While it is happily true that Whittier’s 
health is 4 for a man of nis years, it is also 
a fact that the world is fading from his sight 
and hearing. His poor eyesight has airead 
been mentioned as compelling bim tow 

for, after using his eyes a few minutes 
4 on becomes biurred, and by the end of 
half an hour he is — 1 blind. The chronic pain 
in bis head, described by him as a lifelong af- 
fliction, seems to have developed into a neu- 
raigic disorder of the optic nerves. There is 
imminent danger of blindness, in case he sub- 
oe his eyesto much service. This, added 
their growing dimness, is of great moment 
to a poet who discerns beauties of meaning in 
much that he sees. Besides, he is becoming 
more and more deaf, Anaurist made an ex- 
amination of his ears afew days ago, and de- 
cided that as the trouble was a result of age, 
combined with the chronic neuralgic cond- 
could be done.

HIS LIBRARY. 

The visitor to Mr. Whittier’s library is 
shown Into a cozy, homelike room, its walls 
linea with books, while books cover the 
tables, though without a particle of disorder. 
The poet writes at a small but handsomely 
finished mahogany desk, whose open lid dis- 
closes pigeon holes partially filled with neat 
packages and nicely folded papers. No mem- 
oranda are seen lying about in confusion. 
Beside the desk Is an open grate with a cheer- 
ful coal fire, and la the corner stands a pair 
of ola-fashioned bellows. The poet’s morn- 
ings are spent in reading and writing. Just 
before 10 o’clock, however, he dons his 
familar hat. and in colder weather, a heavy 
bianket shawi, and walks down to a book- 
store kept by a friend of his, where he glances 
over the recentiy pubished books and hastily 
scans the new magazines. Then, as soon as 
the Bosten mall is distributed at the post- 
office, just across the road, he gets his letters 
and returns tothe study. is former after- 
noon walks about the town are less freq uent 
now Owing to the feebleness consequent upon 
advancing age, but his arrow-like ure is 
known to every man, woman and child. 

Whittier votes at Amesbury, and takes at 
interest in political news, whether municipal, 
county, State or national.

HIS INFLUENCE WITH THE ADMINISTRATION. 
In Amesbury Whittier’s inflaence has great 
weight with the authorities. Though essen- 
tially a private citizen, he has held a position 
onthe Amesbury School Board, and tue ex- 
cellent school system of the town is due 
largely to his judicious suggestions. Every 
local enterprise receives bis attention, 
whether it be the improvement of a street or 
the building of a new e factory, 
and his encouragement seldom 
lacking.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 17.—As announced 
in these dispatches, Congressman Wade had 
an engagement with the Attorney-General for 
this morning which he was prompt to keep. 
The result of the conference was that the 
Western District Marshalship of Missouri wilt 
be postponed until after the holidays. This 
does not look so encouraging for Mr. Wade’s 
candidate, Col. Tracy of Springfield, unless it 
isthat Mr. Wade desires to freeze out all the 
other aspirants who are here. As Mr. Wade 
left the office of Gen. Miller, he was con- 
fronted by Col. Ellis of Lebanon and 
Judge Ira Alderman of Maryville, who 
are anxious for the same place. He told 
them it was no use for them to remain, as the 
mutter had been postponed again. Despite 
this the two opposing candidates called upon 
the Attorney-General and Col. Ellis presented 
a letter from Congressman Bland of his 
county and district for the purpose of refuting 
the charge that had been made against him 
that he, while County Judge, bad burdened 
the people with an issue of $65,000 in railroad 
bonds for a road that was never built. Mr. 
Bland in his letter stated that the order for the 
issue was made by himself, but that the bonds 
were never issued, nor the road constructed. 
He also said that Col. Ellis was never a 
soldier, was an upright man and that his only 
objection to him was that he was a dyed-in- 
the-wool Republican. This will prolong a 
contest which has been excruciating to all 
inteoested. 

THE Sr. LOUIS POST-OFFICE.

STRANGE assault oo- 
curred in the second- 
story front room of 
No. 1715 Franklin 
avenus about 10 
o clock this morn- 
ing, and it will re- 
sult in the death of 
Geo. Guenther at the 
hands of his son, 
Emil, 

The old man is 
fatally injured and cannot live out thé day. 

Emil Guenther is a worthless young fellow, 
19 years of age, who has given his father a 
great deal of trouble, and the deadly assault 
of this morning was the result of a demand 
he made of his mother for money during his 
father’s absence. 

Old Guenthér was 70 years of age. He 
owned the houses 1715 and 1717 Franklin ave- 
nue, and a third, which he had built in the 
yard in the rear, where be lived with his wife. 
His daughter, Mrs. Steinkamp, lived over 
1716, and Mrs. Weiss over 1717. All of their 
apartments opened into these two yards. 

Emii has never worked steadily and has been 
a rather hard drinker for a long time, though 
still but little more than a lad. His father bas 
upbraided him often for Fs 

HIS SHIFTLESS DISPOSITIOY,’ 

refused to let him live at home atid dec! ined 
to give him any assistance financfaliy. He 
resented his father’s reproof and on more 
than one occasion his resentment has taken 
the forin of blows. Their quarrels have been 
matters of common gossip in the yard, but 
no one thought they would end in murder. 

The old man went down town this morning, 
and while he was gone Emil went to his 
mother and asked for money. She refused to 


give him any, and though he insisted she de- 
clined, and he went from the apartments 
empty handed. 

He crossed the court yard and mounted the 
stairs to the rooms of Mr. and Mrs. Stein- 
kamp. 

Mr. Steinkamp was at work at his brother’s 
store, 1729 Franklin avenue, and bis wife was 
away, so there wus no one in the rooms at the 
time but Emil. About 10 o’clock 

MR. GUENTHER CAME HOME 
and his wife told him that Emil had been 
there wanting money. it made him angry 
and he asked where Emil was. Mrs.Guenther 
said he had gone over to Mrs. Steinkamp’s 
room and he went over there. 

There was a report among the neighbors 
that he took a hatchet with him, but none was 
— in the rooms and the report is probably 

alse. 

What occurred between him and his son no 
one knows. He had not been long in the 
rooms when screams were heard. 

Charles Brauer and his wife, who live in ad- 
joining apartments, ran out on the porch, 
which is common to both suites, to see what 
the matter was. 

They saw Emil slapping the old man, they 
thought, and then the father and son were 
standing near the door of the rear room, but 
they worked their way, struggling all the 
time, into the front room, where the screams 
and noise of the scuffle continued. But soon 
the old man’s cries began te grow weaker and 
weaker until — J ceased altogether and the 
neighbors thought the quarrel was over and 
went back to their work. | 

EMIL GUENTHER 
walked out of the apartments two minutes 
laterand down the stairs tothe yard, then 
out intothe street and away, no one knows 
where. 

The old man did not come out and Mr. 
Brauer began to fear that he was hurt. He 
told his wife torun acrossthe yard for Mrs. 
Guenther. She came and when she went into 
her daughter’s room she saw her husband ly- 
ing on the floor, hie head all beaten and 
bruised and bloody. 

She screamed for nelp ana the neighbors 
came in to her assistance. The old man was 
lifted on to the bed and Drs. Bernays and 
Klemm summoned. 

They dressed his wounds, but said his skull 
was fracturéd and he could not live long. At 
1 o’ clock 

HB WAS SCARCELY BREATHING. 

Mrs. Weiss was called from next door and 
soon Mrs. Steinkamp returned home. 

Her husband came in fromthe shop and all 
the family, except Emil, gathered around the 
old man’s death bed. 

It was pitiful to see what strenuous efforts 
the family made even at that time to shield 
the boy and prevent him from being charged 
with murder. Mrs. Steinkamp would not tell 
her name and said she did not know anything 
about how Mr. Guenther was hurt; she had 
simply come in as a friend. 

Mra. Guenther said: ‘‘Ioantell nothing. 1 
came over here, I don't know how. Perhaps 
some one called me. Icame over and found 
him on the floor. Icannotsay how he was 
hurt. Iknow nothing about it, and she 
criedand walked back into the chamber 
where her old husband was dying. 

Mr. Steinkamp persistently refused to be 
questioned and would not even answer the 
inquiries of the police. 

MR. BRAUER, 
whose door is within six feetof that which 
— to the apartments of the Steinkamps, 
said: 

‘*I was sitting in the room there with my 
wife when I heard a noise out here and ran to 
the door tosee what it was. The old man 
was just inside Steinkamp’s door and the 
boy was hitting’ him, but I did not 
see anything in his hand, and 1 
thought he was only e his father to 
make him let him alone. I was going to inter- 
fere, but they had often fought before and it 
was none of my business, sc I concluded to 
let them alone. They fought all through that 
rear room, then into the front room. The old 
man began to seream,but his cries grew 
less and less, and I thought it was because the 
fight was over. 

‘*Presently lsaw Emil come out of the door 
and he was wrapping arag around his finger. 
I saw no blood and Iidon’t know whether be 
was hurt, but he was tying up his finger. He 
went down stairs and I have not seen him 
since. Ilooked for the old man to come out, 
but he did not, solsent my wife over to Mrs. 
Guenther to tell her what had happened end 
she came over. As soon as she went into the 
room I knew by her scream that 

THE OLD MAN WAS HURT. 

‘*She Came out to the sink and wet a towel, 
then went back into the room and some of the 
neighborscame in then and called the doc- 
tors. Emil has never been much account, 
though I understand that he has been work 
ing forsome time until two days ago. He 
drank pretty hard and his fatber used to quar- 
rel with him on that account.’’ 

Mrs. Swartzel, who lives inthe same yard, 
says that she could see the struggle through 
the window, and after the old man fell Emil 
struck him several times. 

Mr. Guenther’s face and head bear many 
bruises besides the fracture. Both his eyes 
were entirely closed and ail over his forehead 
and face were cute and bruises. From his 
wounds it is evident that hisson struck him 
with some weapon, but no one saw him with 
one, nor did Brauer see one in his hand.

In 
other words, did Henry Shaw give 
the people of St. Louis any more right, title 
and interest in the Botanical Garden than he 
did to the people of Cahokia or Chicago? Mr. 
Rufus J. Lackland—and presumably some at 
least of his colleagues in the board—contend 
that he did not, and that the Botanical Gar- 
den, through the aforesaid trustees, belongs 
as much to Cahokia and 2 us to St. Louis. 
That such a question should be even sug- 
geated, much less seriously raised, would 
certainly astonish Mr. Shaw himeelf, were he 
living, more than anyone else in the world; 
but that raised it is, and very seriously, there 
is no doubt. 

Therefore, as itseems to me, a plain and 
imperative duty devolves upon the Mayor of 
the city as the official agent and representa- 
tive of the people of St. Louis.

PORATED BENEVOLENT SOCIETIE£S. 


A Decision Which Holds That Judgments on 
Insurance Policies Cannot Be Secured 
Ag lust Individual Members of Such 
Societies—Adults Not Orphané—A Hard- 
Fought Case. 


THEORY whieh 
bis long been 
held among law- 
yers practicing at 
the Circuit Court 
bar was exploded 
to-day by a de- 
cision of the 
Court of Appeals 
in the case of Ju- 
lias Hammer- 
stein, executor 
of Gustave Ham- 
merstein, de- 
ceased, against 
Timothy T. Par- 
sons, Conrad 
Fath and William 
H. Woodward. Itis a decision thata judg- 
ment can be obtained against an unincorpo- 
rated benevolent society as a partnership, and 
that a judgment cannot be secured against 
Individual. members of such a society 
while it has been commonly believed and 
taken for granted that it could be 
done. It is the result of a long and hard fight 
against great odds, weighty opinions and 
counsel, made by William E. Fisse of Fiese & 
Tiffany. Julius Hammerstein is the executor 
of Gustave Hammerstein, deceased, and as 
such he instituted this action at law to recover 
of the defendants as members of the Odd Fel- 
lows’ Mutual Ald Association of Missouri the 
sum of $1,000. The Odd Fellows’ Mutval 
Aid Association is an unincorporated society 
and its objects and purposes are fully stated 
in the case of Emma Hammerstein against 
Timothy T. Parsons, which was also appealed 
by Mr. Fisse. The opinion in the case referred 
to also contains a statement of all by-laws, 
rules and regulations adopted by the society 
for its government; therefore the court has 
deemed it necessary to restate the opinion in 
thatcase. There Emma Hammerstein and 


her sisters and brothers claimed to be chil- 
dren of Gustave Hammerstein, deceased, who 
had beeu a member of the Oad Fellows Mutual 
Ald Association and held they were orphans. 
Mr. Fisse claimed the children were aduits 
and not orphaus and the Court of Appeals 
sustained him. The children then dismissed 
the suit and instituted this one, which Was 

tried, and they secured a jadgment for 
$1,150.05 from a jury in the Circuit Court 
against Messrs. Parsons, Fath and Woodward 
outofa membership in the society of 3,500. 
From this it will be seen that when a suit was 
to be brought against an unincorporated s0- 
clety, the weaithiest members in the society 
were singled out and sued, and judgment was 
secured against them on the show- 
in that the society was a partnership. 
„„The contention ofthe defendants in the 
Circuit Court’’ says Judge Beggsinthe de- 
olslon, was that they, as members of the 
association, were not jointly or severally 
liable to the plaintiff for the amount claimed, 
and that if any right of action existed in 

plaintitf's favot, it could only be asserted in 
a court of equity. The trinicourt was of a 
different opinion andjheld that an action at law 
could be maintained axcainst them as mem- 
bers of the association and that they were joint 
ly and severally liable. This ruling ofthe court 
the defendants assign for error. The ques- 
tions presented are Hot free from legal dim⸗- 
culties, but we are of the opinion that the 
defendants areright. We think it may be 
properly said, although this is denied by the 
Dinintiff’s counsel,that the questions involved 
have never been directly passed on by the 
the courts of this State. 

Referring again tothe case of Emma Ham- 
mersteln against these same defendants, 
Judge Beggs says: 

„Judge Thompson in disposingof the case 
held that the action could not be maintained 
against an unincorporated society, but made 
the observation that there was nothing to 
prevent the plaintiff from bringing an action 
against the individuals who composed the de- 
fendant lodge; but he in no way indicated 
upon what principie the individual members 
could be heid, or whether such action should 
be at law or in equity. In t ne 
same case Judge L. Rombauer delivered 
an opinion of the court on a motion for re- 
hearing in which he said: The piaintiff’s 
proper mode of procedure, if she desired to 
test the merits of her claim, would have been 
the one pursued in Piquenard vs. Libby, 7, Mo. 
App. 565. We desire, however, to add that we 
do not intend to intimate that under the evi- 
dence offered she has recourse against any 
one or has shown any cause of action against 
any one; not feeling called upon to x- 
press any opinion on that subject 
one way or the other, since the 
proper parties are not before the court.’ We 
do not understand by this that the court ex- 
pressly affirmed the ease of Piquenard vs. 
Libby, buton the contrary it stated that it 
did not desire or intend to express an opinion 
on the question presented in the Piquenard 
case, because the proper parties were not be- 
fore the court. any authorities and 
especially the older decisions have pro- 
céeded on the idea that an  associa- 
tion of individuals must de either 
a corporation or an absolute partnership: 
and this was the theory upon which plaintiff 
The contention of the piain- 
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tried this case. 


_tiff’s counsel ts, that the members of this as- 


sociation, in 80 far as their rights among 
themseives are involved, must be regarded as 
partners, and their legal liability fixed accord- 
ingly. This proposition is correct, unless by 
the by-laws of their organization the pe- 
cunlary liability of the members is limited, 
and that this ilability is only to de enforced in 
a certain way upon certain contingencies.

„Although it neoessarlly follows from the 
conciusion arrived at by us, that the judg- 
ment in this case cannot be sustained, vet in 
view of this troublesome and protracted liti- 

ation. we have thought that it is due tothe

RUSSIAN INFLUENZA. 


The Disease Brought to New York by the 
Foreign Mails. 


New YorK, Dec. 17,—Sanitary Inspector 
Guetras, who investigated the report that 
Russian influenza had arriyed in town, re- 
ported to-day to Dr. Edson of the Board of 
Health. The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the board by Dr. Edson, who noti- 
fied it that seven out of the thirteen members 
of the family of Albert Klamroth of 133 East 


Forty-sixth street were suffering from what 
he believed to be Russian influenza. In his 
report the Inspector says: 

The ages of those attacked range from 
50 years to 4 years, all but two little children 
being Over 21 years. No cause of the attack 
was apparent. None ot the family have re. 
cently arrived from Europe, or associated or 
been thrown in contact with recent arrivais 
or any one suffering from the disease. COer- 
taim ones recently received letters from 
Europe. The opus lady who was the firstone 
attacked recei a letter from Berlin the day 
before the attack eame on. The first case 
occurred December ll, the second on the fol- 
lowing day and the third on the 18th. The 
fourth and fifth cases occurred on December 
14 and the sixth and seventh on the 15th. The 
first sywptoms were sudden faintness, chill 
and marked prostration. Then sa ea 
headache and a general feeling of malaise, 
followed by acute coryza pharyngitis and 
slight laryngitis iy ng up with bronchitis, 
temperature from 100 to 105. An éxamination 
showed the patients to be about as 
sick as persons withea bad eold. The 
duration of the attack was two days and 
upwards, two ofthe family baving resumed 
work while the first one attacked is yet con- 
fined tothe house. The patients state that 
the catarrhbal symptoms are nothing in com- 
parison with the great feeling ot prostration, 
eto. 

Dr. Edson said he bad no doubt Dr. Lellman 
was Correct in his diagnosis and that it is the 
real Russian influenza. He thinks there is no 
occasion for interference on the part of the 
Board of Health. The Klamroth family will 
not be quarantined.

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LOUISA EPPERSON KILLS JULIUS HOFER 
HER FATHER’S FARM HAND. 


Conflicting Statementsas to the Cause of the 
Tragedy—Miss Eppersen Claims That 
Hofer Attempted to Assault Her—The 
Dead Man’s Brother Claims That He 
Simply Teased the Girl. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcu. 

Jerrensonw City, Mo., Dec. 17.—Near Ba- 
kersville, in Calloway County, yesterday Miss 
Louisa Epperson, a young lady of 19, shot and 
instantly killed Julius Hofer, aged 26, the 
son of a neighboring farmer. Hofer was 
teasing the girl, and made some remarks 
which she thought reflected upon her charac- 
ter. She told nim to stop talking so and 
finally gotarevolyer. He, thinking she was 
jesting, continued, when she fred one shot, 
which struck him in the head. 

The killing creates great excitement all 
along the Callaway bottom. All sorts o- 
stories are circulated. The farm is so far from 
a railroad or telegraph station that it is im- 
possible to get much news. The Post- Dist 
PATCH correspondent interviewed a brother 
of the dead man who witnessed the shooting. 
He said that tbe girl shot his brother because 
he teased her abouta beau she had Sunday 
night. He was certain that the dead man 
had said nothing out of the way to the 
girl, and explained the shooting as follows: 
Phillip Ackerman, the young maa who called 
upon the girl Sunday night, had been forbid- 
den the house by her parents. They were ab- 
sent Sunday, and hence his visit. Hofer, 
he had deen a farm hand on the place for 
two years, threatened to tell the girl’s parents 
of the ot Ackerman, and she shot him 
bec ! ethreat. There is 

ANOTHER SIDE TO THE STORY. 
A negro who is employed onthe farm came 
to Cedar Oity this morning after Justice of 
the Peace Ming to hold an inquest. He 
witnessed the tragedy and claims to give 
the girl’s version, the circumstantial part 


of which be verifies. The hands were work- 
inginacornfield gathering corn. About 11 
o’clock Hofer took a load tothe house and 
after unloading it said he would not go back 
as it was too near dinnertime. He went into 
the house, and after making insulting pro- 
posals to the girtl and being repulsed, at- 
tempted to assault her. The girl fought des- 
perately and finally freed herself from his 
grasp. Whether through fear of the arrival 
ofthe bands who were expected to dinger 
soon, orfor other reasons, Hofer abandoned 
his purpose, but remained atthe house, and 
the girl sought refuge in aroom adjoining the 
dining-room. The hands came in directly, 
and all seated themselves at the table, Hofer 
among the rest. Just as they commenced to 
eat, and while Hofer was cutting a piece of 
meat, the girl came up behin him and 
WITHOUT A SECOND’S WARNING 
shot him above the right ear with a pletol. 
The bullet passed through his head and 
caused death so instantiy thathe did not fali 
off his chair, and remained a grim specter at 
the unfinished meal in this sition until re- 
moved by the Coroner this morning. The 
negro says that the giri’s throat is terribi 
ewolien and bru yet as a result 
of the struggle she had with Hofer 
to protect er honor. She says 
that she delayed shooting him until the 
arrival offthe hands through a fear that she 
would miss hitting him, and that he in tarn 
would kill her. Some say that the young 
brother of the dead man was a party the 
assault, but this is hardly to be eredited. is 
whereabouts are known and hecan easily 
found, dun if it is true that he as- 
sisted his brother the imeénsed farmers 
of Callaway will lynch him. The inquest will 
not be over before night. 1f there is ahadow of 
truth in the negro’s story the girl will not be 
held. The girl, her father, Abraham Epper- 
son and her mother are well Known here. 
Every one speaks of them in the bighest 
terms. Those who know the girl well say tnat 
he is of a good dis ition, a model of go od 
bebavior and well liked by every one. 
THE NEGRO’S STATEMENT CONFIRMED. 

Thos. Holt, a reliable farmer ok Callaway 
County, has just returned from the Epperson 
farm and confirms all that the negro hand 
says in regard to the circumstances. He says 
the girl’s throat shows signs of violence and 
that herstory, as repeated by the negro, is 
substantially correct, It seems that when as- 
saulted b ofer she tried to scream fer heip 
and he choked her to prevent alarming the 
hands. Wher the hands arrived she asked the 
negro: 

Why did you not come when I cslied?’’ 

He said that he did not hear her, and asked 
what was the matter. said: 

‘*Il wanted you to take tne Dutchman awa 
from tue house. He treated me my omy | an 
I will kill him it it is the last act of my lte. 

In the meantime Hofer had seated himself 
at the table and commenced eating. The girl 
had previously secured her father’s revolver 
a 38-caliber Smith & Wesson, and quickly fi 
the fatal shot. Seeing that it bad produced 
death she went into an adjoining room, put the 
pistol away and fainted. Neighbors were sum- 
moned and soon all the neighborhood was 
at the scene of the tragedy. The girl has not 
been placed under arrest and, in fact, it is 
hardly likely that she will be. The general 
opinien is that she acted right and the chival- 
rous Callaway tarmers will see that she is not 
annoyed. Mr. says that Hofer was a 
Swetic, and not a German, as reported; also 
that his brother had nothing whatever to do 
with the affair. 


PUBLIC SENTIMENT WITH HER. 


A Young Woman on Trial for Killing One of 
a Charivari Party. 


Des Mores, Io,, Dec. 17.—A case that is 
attracting general attention is now on trial in 
the Powesheik Court. It is the prosecution 
of Miss Flora Lock, who shot and killed a 
man who was engaged in a charivari at Ches- 
ter Center. The serenading party was mak- 
ing life miserable for Fiora’s grandfather who 


had recently been married, when she took 
down a gun and fired into the crowd, wounding 
one man so badly that he died in a short time. 

The prosecution is trying to prove that she 
was able to see the man she shot and singled 
himout. The defense insists that it was too 
dark to distinguish any one and that she fired 
at random to scare off the crowd, not intend-

months. That afternoon Wibbe was released 
from the Oity Jail by order of the court aiter 
spending half a year behind the bars. 

Wibbe escaped a criminal prosecution in the 
most unusual and peculiar manner. It is 
Slaimed by the authorities that he in 
an eventful career of three years, has stood 
up before the altar no less than five times. 
Three of these marriages were, it is charged, 
bigamous, yet the old fellow has so far 
escaped punishment. If really innocent of 
any offense he has walted as a prisoner a long 
time for the tardy vindication of a jail dis- 
charge. 

When 

. FIRST TAKEN INTO CUSTODY, 

six months ago, Wibbe laughed at the au- 
thorities. He told them that they might make 
things decidedly unpleasant for him, but in- 
sisted that the Judge of the St. Louis Criminal 
Court would never have the pleasure of pro- 
nouncing sentence on him for the commission 
of anycrime. At that time it was thought 
that at least two sure cases could be made 
„ Sgainst the fellow yet it now develops that he 
was just about right. Notwithstanding his 
multiplicity ot helpmates it appears that 
Wibbe is in vulnerable to any action which the 

local authorities may bring against him. 

SIX MONTHS AGO

I ACCEPTED HIM. 
Nothing was ever said of any former mar- 
riage. Nothing was farther from my thoughts. 
We were married in May of 1887 and went to 
housekeeping on Pestalozzi street, where both 
of my children were born. Wibbe made a good 
husband. He worked steadily at his trade 
and seemed very fond of me. Several ting 
he was gone from home two or three week 
but always bad a good excuse for his absence. 
Une morning a strange woman came te my 
door. She said she was the lawful wife of 
Conrad 8. Wibbe and produced a marriage 
certificate showing that she had been mar- 
ried to a man ofthat name in St. Genevieve, 
Mo., in 1868.

after living with her several years. She had 
heard that he had obtained from her a divorcee 
and came to St. Louis to see about it.

A STRONG DELEGATION WAITS ON 
HOUSE RAILROAD COMMITTEE 


THE 


An Ordinance to Abolish Bob-Tail Cars on 
the Street Railroads—What the Ordi- 
nance Is and What It Can Do—Every- 
body but the Railroad Men in Favor 


HE bobtall will go. A 
very strong and oon 
certed movement is 
afoot, ‘to urge the bill 
a abolishing the bobdtail 
1 — dear toaspeedy passage. 
An ordinance was intro- 
duced into the House of 
Delegates some time ago 
by Delegate Bogard with 
the sole intention of bringing about a reform 
im the matter of street railway yehicies. The 
bill was drawn in such awayas to exciude 
any possibility of slipping out on technicall- 
ties on the part of the railroad companies. 
It states distinctly that such car 
must be drawn dy at least two 
horses or mules unless it is on a line propelled 
by some other motive power, as steam, elec- 
tricity or cable. Each car must also be in 
charge of two men, one a driver and the other 
a conductor, whose duty it shall be to collect 
fares and signal to the driver to stop the car 
and set it in motion; and, lastly, each car 
must be provided with a rear platform sv con- 
structed that passengers can get on and off 
the car at right anglesto the direction of 
the car. With all of these reguiations 
enforced it will be impossible for 
the street car companies to avoid 
putting on larger cars with better accommo- 
dations, as the expense of running a small 
car will be as great as that of running a large 
one and the profits from fares collected will 
be less on the smaller cars so that it would be 
to the best interests of the companies to put 
on the large ones. 


THE ORDINANCE, 


as introduced, will in all probability be 
amended in a slight degree before it is passed, 
as there are one or two places which need 
strengthening or change. 

The ordinance now reads: 


**Sec, 1. On and after ninety cogs from the 
approval of this ordinance it * be un- 
lawful for any street railroad to de operated 
in the city of St. Louis with cars drawn by less 
than two hores or mules, and each car shall 
have two mye | employed on the same, one 
as conductor and the other as driver, — 
each car shall have a rear platform so 
ranged that persons entering or — 
car shall proceed at right — to the — 
tion of the track on which the car is operated.

Biggins 
secured the certificate on October 8, 1888, in 
the Criminal Court and Haverkamp in the 
a of Criminal Oorrection on October 1. 
The case against Morrissey contains several 
features that are new. In the matter of the 
naturalization of Maier and Komo in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, his case is very like 
that of hman, Schuette, Beckert and 
Garner, previously tried in the United States 
District Court. Heis on the record as the 
witness of Maler and Komo, and is charged 
with having sworn that these men came to 
this country before attaining the age of 
18 years, and were, therefore, entitled to be 
naturalized as minors. To convict under 
these counts of the indictment it will be 
necessary for the Government to show that 
Morrissey was sworn as witness, and that he 
made statements which aided the applicants, 
Maler and Komo, to secure oertificates of 
naturalization which they knew they were not 
entitled to. The Government can only estab- 
lish this by proving that in all the minor 
naturalizations fn the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection there was 
‘AN INVARIABLE RULE 

of practice which included the oath taxing 
and the making of statements as to qualifica- 
tions by applicant and witness. This has been 
attempted in other cases, and has failed. Al- 
though the court officials have testified that 
there was such an invariable rule others have 
testified that there was not. 

In the cases of Chas. Gildehaus and Rudolph 
Schmitz, who obtained minors’ certificates 
in the Criminal Court it is probable 
that an invariable rule will have 
to be established. If that can be done by the 
Government it will probably be attacked by 
the defense, but whether as successfully as 
the Court of Criminal Correction rule or no 
remains to be seen. 

The same amount of proof will not be neces- 
sary to make u case against Morrissey under 
the Fensen count, butit will need the same 
sort of proof. The charge of alding or abet- 
ting in this count is not coupled with false 
swearing. 

The Dennis Biggins and Bernard Haver-

The law 
reqires that an alien shall declare his inten-

HIS CAREER HERE. 

Thie correspondence is sufficient to show 
the great esteem tn which the Archbishop was 
held. NoOatholic prelate had ever before 
been as generally popular as he was. His 

pularity was due to his heroic conduct dur- 
ng the cholera plague, and to the fame which 
he gaye the city by his oratorical ability. The 
Archbishop came here as a deacon. He was 
stationed at the old Cathedral. From the 
beginning he gave jevidence of unu- 
sual eloquence, He soon achieved 
local fame for his sermons, and people 
from all parts of the city flocked the 
Cathedral to hear him preach. In 1860 he was 
appointed to bulld the Annunciation Church. 
His r as an orator kept constantly 
increasing. hile pastor of the Annuncia- 
tion Church he accompanied the Archbishop, 
Most Rev. Peter Richard Kenrick, to Rome,and 
while there was invited to deliver the Lenten 
sermons to the English aking people. This, 
as can be readily understood, was a great 
honor to accord a priest from an American 
city which at that time was not as o 
throughout the world as it has since become.

the Cause of Democracy in Kurope 
Germany’s Scheme te Prevent a Social 
Revolution—Every Spaniard Rejoices. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTon. 

New Tonk, Dec. 17.—Member of Parliament 
James J. O’ Kelly yesterday, at Madrid, had a 
talk with Don Emilo Castelar, the Spanish 
orator, aboutthe Brazilian revolution. Ina 
specially cabled report of the interview, 


says: 

„The Brazilian revolution has created an 
enormous impression in Spain. Though we 
knew it must happen some day or other, it 
came on us at last as a complete surprise. 
I was in France when the news ar- 
rived and I at once started for Madrid. 
We are delightea the republic cams gs swiftly 
and that the movement was so sthccessfui. 
Yet in the present state of affairs in Europe 
this very suddenness bears with it the threat 
of danger to the cause of democracy. It is 
not prudent that the great conservative States 
of the north of Europe should be alarmed by 
the sudden burst of democratic Republican- 
ism, for it any great disturbance of the status 
quo were co resuit from the influence of 
eventein Brazil, monarchial governments,es- 
pecially Germany, might make an exctse for 
attacking France, which is the center of dem- 
ocratic inspirations. That is why 1 
hurried home to use my influence in 
modifying and calming public opinion 
in Spain. There is certainly an infection in 
the example set by Brazilforthe natural im- 
pulse on the part of ali liberals ta move rap- 
idly in the direction of a republic. But thérein 
lies the danger. The ardent and impulsive 
are for going forward atonceand taking ad- 
vantage of the profound impressions created 
on the public mind, overturning existing or-

The effect of the Brazilian revolution 
has already caused great alarm at Rome, and 
the establishment of three Republics in 
Europe would in all probability decide the 
German Government to declare war at once to 
prevent social revolution from overwhelming 
the German Empire. The French Republic 
would be held responsible for the spread of 
democratic ideas. terrible war might 
begin which might destroy all that 
has been gained and throw us back 
for generations. Now we must have 
peace. Our triumph must be effected by ar- 
gument and discussions; then the result, 
though perhaps siow, will be certain and 
permanent. Icertainly will not endanger the 
liberties we have won by encouraging an ex- 
citement which might provoke reaction at 
home and expose Europe to horrible war.

GUATEMALA’S BOLD GAME 


ASPIRING TO DOMINATE OVER THE CEN- 
TRAL AMERICAN REPUBLICS. 


Prospect That the Two Countries Will 
Shortly Lock Horns in a War—Saivador 
to Act on the Defensive and Appeal to 
the United States for Protection—Mex- 
ico’s Threat. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCH. , 

NEw Tonk, Dec. 17.—Under date of Decem- 
ber 1,a morning paper publishes the following 
correspondence from Greytown, Panama: 

All trouble in Costa Rica, I hear, has been 
satisfactorily settled by the banishment of 
Esquival, the would-be dictator, and a num- 
ber of his immediate followers. On the other 
hand 1 learn that Guatemala and Salvador 
will shortly lock horns in a war which will 
disrupt any semblance.ofa formation of the 
United States. of Central America, and 
which may bring about gerious complications 
between other nations. Guatemala, it ap- 
pears, is determined to change the 
government of Salvador and will try 
by force of arms to replace 
Salvador’s President, Gen. Francisco Men- 
edez, by placing Gen. Camelle Alvarez in 
power, the plea for this proposed change be- 
ing that Menedez is not as pliable to the 
wishes of Guatemala as the latter republic de- 
sires,and it is admitted on all sides that Guat- 
emala aspires to dominate over the Central 
American republics.Consequently, it is expect - 
ed that war between Guatemaia and Salvador 
will soon be declared, the first named republic 
being backed in ite nefarious designs by Hon- 
duras. Ihave even heard it announced that 
hostilities will commence early in January. 
The result ie doubtful, as Salvador will act 
entirely on the defensive, and if hard pressed 
willappealtothe United States for protec- 


tion. 
SALVADOR’S ARMY. 


Salvador oah muster about 25,000 fighting 
men, well armed with German repeating 
rifles. These men are said to be fair soldiers. 
Salvador recently borrowed $1,500,000 in Lon- 
don to pay off an off débt due to the Baring 
Bros, and to construct a railroad from Ateos 
tothe capital, San Salvador; consequently 
her credit is good and her bonds were recent- 
ly quoted at &. Gen. Francisco Menedez will 
command Salvador’ army. Guatemala on the 
other hand can put 30,000 men inthe field, 
but they are notso well armed or so well 
disciplined asthe troops of Salvador. Gen. 
Camelle Alverez, the genleman who 
aspires tobe Guatemala’s President of 
Salvador, will command Guatemala’s army 


of invasion. Honduras is expected to send 
her army—8,000 badly armed men—to re 
Guatemala in her war against Salvador. The 
Honduras troops will be commanded by Gen. 
Longino Sanchiez. This state of affairs, 
following close upon the widely trumped for- 
mation of the alleged Uuited States of Central 
America, shows how volcanic is the state of 
affairs in these latitudes, and how useless it is 
to expect yo teem like peace and pros i 
among the Central American Repubiics until 
some radical change takes piace in the whole 
system. 
MEXICO’S THREAT. 

‘*‘Intermixed with the above rumors is a re- 
vival of the report that Mexico is tired of 
Guatemala’s bickerings and dickerings, and 
it is rgain announced that Mexico will seize 
upon the first convenient —— to sweep 
down upon Central America and gather in 
Guatemala, Honduras and Salvador before 
any power oan interfere in the case. 

„1 know beyond any questions of doubt 
that a British steamship, sailing from New 
York quite recently, touched at Belize, Brit, 
ish Honduras, took on board five strange- 
looking Mexicans, who looked like officers in 
disguise, and then landed these men and fifty 
tons of rifle and cannon gunpowder at Livings- 
ton, Guatemala. Of course this powder may 
have been intended for use in the coming war 
between Guatemala and Salvador, but it 
seems strange that the five Mexicans should 
be escorting these munitions of war.’’
